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THE FUTURE

I predict that the day will come.that the FCC turns the polic- 

ing of the amateur fraternity over to the ARRL. 

It will happen in the not-to-distant future. I am going to guess 
that by the time that the WARC 1992 is over, it will be well under- 
way. No later than 1995 is my prediction. I see signs of leadership 
ability to handle it. 

I can hear the screaming now. They can’t do that. Anarchy will 
reign and there will be complete chaos on the bands. Do you really 
believe it can get worse than it is today? Guess again my friends. 
The day is coming. You may think that I have really lost all my 
marbles, but stick around. Let’s take a look at why I say this will 
happen. 

The amateur community has been known for years as a self-po- 
licing service. The FCC has learned to rely on this. When 
deregulation came along they signed an agreement with the ARRL 
to use certain amateurs (the auxiliary) to help them with the 

policing. As budget cuts and funding has eroded the ability of the 
FCC to properly the communication service, they have started to 
look for a way to cut costs. 

The amateur service has always had the lowest priority with the 
FCC, Therefore they became the first to come under scrutiny. 
Unfortunately, it comes at a time when the Amateur Radio Service 
is in desperate need of regulation. With all the letters from 
congressmen concerning what is happening on the amateur bands, 
the FCC is looking for ways to solve their dilemma. 

The feeling with top-side FCC officials becomes: ‘‘They are 
only a hobby service and they don’t require much regulation. Let’s 
try giving it to an outside agency.’’ They don’t have much to lose. If 
it’s a success, they can try it with other services. If it’s a failure, 
they can say, ‘‘well, we tried.”’ 

So they turn it over to the ARRL. Why the ARRL you ask? 
Because it’s the only nationally-recognized amateur organization, 
that represents all amateurs. They have represented the amateur 
for over 50 years. It is the only amateur organization that is 
recognized by the government agencies. 

They also have an organization that already assists with the 
policing that they have done for years, the ‘‘official observers.” 
Most official observers are also members of the Amateur 
Auxiliary, which the FCC has. been working with. They are aware 


— of their ability. 


The ARRL has a ‘“‘conflict of interest’”’ you say. This is true. 
They are a member organization. If they are truly interested in the 
growth and future of the amateur community, they will have to 
decide what is right for the majority of the amateurs, not special- 
interest groups. 

In the interest of keeping special groups happy, they have 
created some problems in the rules and regulations area, which 
will have to be straightened out. If the ARRL does accept the’ 
challenge, they will still have to abide by the written word. Part 97 
Rules and Regulations are the law of the land, as far as amateurs 
are concerned and cannot be bypassed. 

I have also heard said that the ARRL doesn’t represent the 
amateur community any longer. This may be true, but whose fault 
is it? Normally, this is from individuals who do not belong to the 
ARRL. 

How can you get them to represent you? You have to belong to 
the ARRL and most of all, you have to let the responsible leader 
know what your wishes are. In other words, you have to be able to 
vote for someone who represents what you want.

While a without its shortcomings, this past September’s meeting of the Florida 
Repeater Council was quite successful. I would like to publicly express my appreciation to 
the Platinum Coast Amateur Radio Society for the excellent hospitality shown us at 
the 25th Annual Melbourne Hamfest. Our meeting lasted a bit over three hours and they 
graciously provided the time and the space for all of us. 

Most of those who attended the meeting left with some feeling of satisfaction. Many 
intricate issues regarding the future of amateur repeaters within the State of Florida 
were discussed fully and openly. There was, by no means, total agreement on any of these 
matters, but our meeting did allow the free flow of ideas and expression. 

The results of the recent elections of FRC Board members were announced. Elected 
were Alan Page, KE4WO, in District One; Jerry Belt, K4ATV, in District Three; Vic 
Leisner, W3LGV, in District Five; and Jim Morrel, KF4MX, in District Seven. 

Because of the difficulty in getting our previous board members nominating structure 
to work, the board changed the FRC By-Laws to require nomination by petition rather 
than by committee. 

Elections for board members in Districts Two, Four, Six and Eight are about to get 
underway. If you are interested in running, submit a petition stating such with five other 
signatures of FRC members within the district and deliver them to the FRC at P.O. Box 
5722, Lake Worth, Florida 33466. . .nolater than November 30, 1990. 

Even though the FRC has made some progress in these past few months, there is still a 
very long way to go. The organization has lost some credibility over the years. There are 
many different reasons for this, but there appears to be an underlying propensity for some 
amateur radio operators to mistrust and resent any organization which seems to wield 
any sort of power. Yet, without some form of coordinating body, the major investment we 
have in productive repeaters will quickly fall into disarray. 

Currently, those eligible for membership in the FRC are amateurs who ownor operate 
repeaters. At the moment, however, this constituency appears to be unwilling or unable to 
support a viable repeater coordinating body herein Florida. The organization badly needs 
better funding and more importantly, volunteers to become elected officials or frequency 
coordinators. 

es time for laying back and criticizing and not offering to assist, has long since 
pass 

If repeater owners are unable to make the organization work, then perhaps the 
organization should be opened to the repeater user community, as well. Obviously, there 
are a great many more users than owners and they also have a vested interest in the 
successful operation of the more than 600 repeaters across the state. 

Either way, the Florida Repeater Council should not and can not be allowed to fail, but 
it cannot succeed by itself. We need qualified amateurs to act as board members, officers, 
frequency coordinators and data base administrators.

They have no clout. They don't carry a big stick. They can’t take » 


away any privileges. This may be true, but if I was you, I wouldn’t 
count on it. The FCC hasn’t taken anyone’s license away in several 
years. Will the ARRL do any worse? 

As afraid of any legal court actions as they are, I feel that they 
will have to bite the bullet. When the membership applies enough 
pressure they will have to do something. What you may have failed 
to recognize is the fact that it is — you the amateur community — 
the ARRL membership — that will be dictating the terms. 

Yes, I foresee problems, until the officials of the ARRL, un- 
derstand what the amateur community demands. But, I still 
believe that with the proper leadership, they will once again 
become the driving force in amateur radio. It will be the ARRL 
membership that decides who the “‘right”’ officials will be. 

Don’t expect it to go back to the way it was in the ‘“‘good old 
days.”’ It can’t, but it sure can become better than what it is today, 
if you demand it. 


RADIO INTERFERENCE TO YOUR TELEPHONE 
Submitted by W4PZV 

If your telephone equipment picks up nearby radio tran- 
smissions it may be improperly functioning as a radio receiver. 

Proper shielding or filtering of the telephone may eliminate the 
interference. 

As information, the Federal Communications Commission 
(FCC) offers no interference protection to telephone systems. 
Southern Bell is responsible for the service up to your home, but not 
for problems with your own equipment. 


To solve the problem, first try installing a modular filter. . 


Contact a retail equipment vendor for RF filter availability and 
compatibility. You may wish to make sure the filter can be 
returned for a refund if it doesn’t eliminate the interference. 

The effectiveness of filtering may vary according to the type of 
telephone you are using. Also, modifying certain types of 
telephones may be impractical or expensive. If that’s the case, 
consider changing to another brand or model with better in- 
terference protection. 

If you still get interference after filtering and changing to 
another telephone, the telephone instrument or wiring will 
probably have to be filtered. You should not internally modify the 
instrument yourself or attempt filtering outside phone lines. 
Contact your retail equipment vendor for modification.

MICROSAT ORBITAL INFORMATION 
By Walt Dixson, W4DWN, AMSAT 
On Sunday, January 21st, at approximately 0135 UTC,’ the 
“brilliant plume’”’ coming from the first stage of the Ariane V-35 
rocket marked the beginning of a picture-perfect launch of the next 


generation of OSCAR satellites. At that time UOSAT’s D and E and © 


the four Microsats began their journey into space from Kourou, 
French Guiana. | 

The Ariane launch vehicle placed the six OSCAR’s in a 10:30 
a.m. to 10:00 p.m. sun-synchronous orbit, inclined 98 degrees, at an 
altitutde of 800km. This means that the satellites will appear at 
roughly the same time every day above a given location on the 
earth’s surface. Windows of access are about 15 minutes duration. 
The orbital period is 100.8 minutes. The orbital increment is 
roughly 25.20 degrees west per orbit: Apogee is 805km; perigee is 
786km. 

Keplerian element information is available from weekly AM- 
SAT nets, your local packet bulletin boards, WIAW bulletins and 
from the “AMSAT Journal.”’
